1 The circumstances attending the securing of GauKheria procumbens L., forma 
suborbiculata Fernald, the only record thus far for the district covered by this paper, 
are interesting and pathetic. George Buttrick was a descendant of an old Concord 
family and, with two maiden sisters, lived in Concord on the lull overlooking the 
bridge where the fight took place on April 19, 1775. The troops were commanded 
by Alaj. Buttrick, great grandfather of George. Mrs. Deane and I spent the month 
of July 189:i, with the family and Mr. l^uttrick was keenly interested in my botanical 
work. Later, in November, 1895, he fell sick. A swelling in the throat, wliich was 
incurable, was slowly sapping his vitality, but he moved about the place and retained, 
as far as po.ssible, the vigor of former yeai-s. 

On December 1, 1895, I received an earnest reciuest from Air. Buttrick to call 
ui>on him. I immediately went to Concord and i)roceeded to the house. My journal 
says that I found him comfortable and suffering no pain, lie was lying on the couch 
and knew that he had but few days more to live. Reacliing imder the sofa he drew 
forth a brown pai)er bag filled with dried plants of Gaultheria which he had gathered, 
not long l)efore, some two and a half miles from the house. The plants cov'ered an

area of about a fpiarter of an acre and he was much struck by the shape of the leav'es. 
He said that the leav^es were very I’ound and the j)lants pulled up much harder than 
the ordinary form. He hoped I could visit the spot, for Alinot Pratt, who was with 
him at the time, would show me the way. He wits sorry he couldn’t go too, but he 
shouldn’t b(‘ here for he wits going away. It was very pathetic and I honored the 
New England grit of the man. I took the plants with me and s]>ecimens are in my 
own herbarium iind that of the New Ejigland Botanical Club. Mr. Buttrick died on 
December 18, following, and 1 shall always connect liis name with tills interesting 
form of our common Checkerlierry.— Walter Deane.
